The Amoricun-Consulate General in 
Hongkong nnnounces that sew regula- 
tions of the United States Treasury 
Department have been promulgated 
which call for the isauanco of a con- 
sular certificate for all shipments of 
food and drug products which do not 
require consular invotces or which 
are valued at lesa than US$100.00.

A stroke is due in the majority 
of vases either to the rupture of a 
blood-vessel in the brain or to the 
clotting of blood in a blood-vessel 
of the brnin. Much mora rarely it 
may possibly be due to a spasm of 
the arteries of the brain. In any 
case, however, the arteries of the 
brain must be diseased; and the 
commonest disease which affects 
them comes on in old age and 
tends to run in families. 


_ One of the most important pre- 
cautions is to refrain from exces- 
«lve worry and mental strain. 
With increasing age members of 
auch famities should begin to limit 
the exercise they take, refrain 
from working Inte .at night, rest 
over the week-ends, take Jong hoti- 
days, yo to bed early, and, finall., 
eat rather small meals, avaiding 
foo much mest and not drinking 
anything stronger than Jight 
wines, oN ode 
If a stroke has already occurred 
the above rules should be observed 
and a very regular dite 
should be led. , In addition, the 
patient should always rest a little 
after meals, avoid sudden changes 
of temperature—particularly very 
hot or cold baths; and he should 
be spared any sudden surprise or 
emotional stress. With'care those 
who have recovered from a stroke 
may live for many yeurs; they 
must be encouraged in an optimis- 
fic outlook, but, on the other hanJ. 
warned into reasonable care.

GERMANY REPROVES 
SWITZERLAND. 


Geneva, Sept. 20, 

A sharp and significant clash 
took place yesterday at the Second 
League Commission for Economic 
Affairs between the German dele- 
gate, Herr-Posse, and his Swiss 
colleague, M. Stucki, regarding the 
rationing of imports on which 
Switzerland has decided, mainly in 
order to protect herseli against 
an excessive influx of goods from 
Germany. 

This, satd the German delegate 
pointedly, was a singular demous- 
tration of the inttrnational soli- 
darity for which’ M, Motta, the 
Swiss Foreign Minlater, had. plead- 
ed in his Assembly speech, and he 
felt that if there were to be econo- 
mic war Germany was fully capa- 
ble of defending herself. 

The Swiss Reply. : 

The Swiss delegate rejoined, 
with some vigour, that Switzerland 
had had nothing to do with the war 
or the economic conditions created 
by the treaties that followed ‘it. 

He recognised that Germany was 
being forced to export, but Swit- 
zerland had to have some regard 
to her trade balances, and he re- 
sented deeply the suggestion that 
his country was making a breach 
in international solidarity.

It was officially disclosed yestar- 
day that the Hongkong Govern- 
ment had decided, In view of the 
vindication of Mr. N. I. Brewer, 
barrister, by the apecial Purlia- 
mont of the Inner Templo in Lon- 
don, to grant him a freo patton. 
algo con- 
sider the question of compensation 
for the prison sontenz> Mr. Brouwer 
served in the Victor! Gaol. 


As soon na-the mattay is settled. 
Mrs. Brewer hopes to be ablo to 
Join her husband in London. 


After serving his sentenco Mr. 
Browor, leaving- his local a‘fairs ‘n 
the care of his wife, aniled for 
England on July 12, 1930, with 
the intention of making an appeal 
before the Privy’ Council. 


‘Before approaching the Privy 
Council, however, it was necessary 
for him to put hia case before thr 
Special Parliament of the ‘Inner 
Temple in London, and on 
November 11 of the anme_ year 
the Master of the Inn Bench 
rondered the following decision: 

“This Bench having duly con- 
aldercd all the documents In two 
files submitted to them, and which 
among other documents contain o 
record of the proceedings upon 
which the conviction took placo. 
and haying heard Noel  Inatone 
Brewer, are unanimously of the 
oplnion that they cannot find any 
justification for the conviction. 
and do not ser their way to take 
any diseipHnary action.” 


The Case Reviewed. 


The case aroused much interest 
in the Colony Jast) year. Mr. 
Brewer was charged with making 
inaccurate statements reyarding the 
[Instone Banking Corporation—— 
which he owas instrumental 
in founding—when it went in- 
to fiquidution as the — resull 
of the Chinese © Government 
closing the Shekki branch and 
a conflict. arising. among — the 
shareholders and depositors. 

The particular count against 
Mr. Brewer at the trial was that 
he “made falsely on August 16, 
1927, a statutory report that the 
total cash received by the Instone 
Banking Corporation in respect of 
shares Issued wholly for cash was 
$876,750." 

Some weeks before the cnse 
nroke Mr. Brewer had ‘gone to 
Japan for a holiday. On his re: 
turn he announced his intention of 
leaving the Colony for Vancouver 
and it waa while he was again in 
Japan on his way there, that he 
received a telegram announcing 
that a warrant had been issued for 
his arrest. He immediately. re- 
turned !o mect the charge volun- 
tarily and was taken into custody at 
Shanghai while walking: along 
Kiangse Rond. He was then re- 
turned to Hongkong: for trial. 


Supreme Court Trial. 


Arraigned before Mr, Grantham 
at the Central Magistracy he was 
sent for trial at the Supreme Court 
presided over by Mr. Justice Wood. 
There he conducted his own de- 
fence. The case came up for trial 
on January 20, 1900, and on the 
24th., after the summing up, Mr. 
Brewer made a long and eloquent 
final address to the jury, making 
a passionate nppeal for n verdict 
in his favour on the ground that 
hia intentions had been honest 
and conscientious and that he had 
not endeavoured to further his 
own interests, or to defrand or at- 
tempt to defraud in filing the re- 


“PEKING MAN.” 


— 


DESCRIBED BY PROFESSOR 
' AS HUMANOID, 


The importance of Sinan- 
thropus, or the “Peking Man,” in 
establishing the origin and 
evolution of present-day man, was 
discussed by Professor J. L. Shell- 
shear, D.S.0.,, M.D., tho well- 
known Anthropologist, when he 
delivered a lecture to membera of 
tho Hongkong University Bfedical 
Soclety yesterday. 

Professor Shellsatiear, who re- 
ferred to the wonderful work ac- 
complished in the discovery of 
Sinanthropua by Professor. David- 
son Black and .other eminent 
acientists, who worked under the 
auspices of the China Geological 
Survey, also made sonic: interest- 
ing remarks on the common mis- 
take that tho discovery of fossil 
skulls meant the discovery of pre- 
historic Englishmon. 


No Mere Accident, 


Dr. G. H. Thomas prealded over 
the meeting, and the apeaker, who 
wave lantern fllustrations, opened 
his lecture by anving that the din- 
covery of the Peking Mnn wns no 
mere accident. It was almost 
known to be there, and Anderson 
Black and the other members of 
tho party went there with the ex 
nreas fntention of finding the 
skull, 

“Teeth were firat found in a shor 
In Peking. which were definitely 
anthropoid, either of ape or man 
Davidson Black, in an explanation 
of the tooth, found it waa nearer 
human than an anthropold tyne 
and there was sufficient auapicion 
riven them to rearth for a akull 
of human type. 


New Closs of Man. 


Davidson Black definitely made 
& new class of man from this dis- 
covery, bringing in a new. species 
known oa Sinanthranua, “or the 
Man of China. | Later, three more 
specimens were found, while 
enough bones of various animals 
were discovered to keep the aclen- 
tists fifty yeara classifying them. 

Professor Shellahear, in paying 
n tribute to the work of Davidson 
Black, said that he had to spend 
n whole year on plecing together 
the thousand fragments of the 
skull, and the tedious labour §n- 
volved in getting the skull out of 
the cnve was almost incredible. 
And as soon aa the skull had been 
“ound, ft was seen to be practical-| 
ly identical to that predicted by 
Davidaon Black from the tooth 
found earller. 


Not A Gorilla. 


There were some people. who 
wanted to call Sinanthropus ao 
gorilla, but before they could do 
that he wanted to know what a 
xorilla was. If the skull was the 
skull of a gorilla, then all he could 
sny was that It was something far 
more wonderful than the skull of 
min. Ile thought the whole ideal 
could be disposed of, unless the 
eriticns meant to call Sinanthropus 
a grent ape, in which case, why did 
they not enay ao? 

“Human,” did not mean Engiish- 
man: it was a common mistake by

port which formed the subject of 
the charge. 

On February 3, the jury having 
found him guilty, Mr. Brewer was 
sentenced to four months imprison- 
ment. The decision of the Hong- 
kong Government following ‘the 
nection af the special Parliament 
of the Inner Temple in London, is 
the final step in clearing Mr. 
Brewer's name.:

it was the skull of an . English- 
man. 

Dismissing the popular term of 
‘Missing Link’ as belng an in- 
correct iden, the speaker anid 
chere waa much to show, when 
comparing Sinanthropus with 
“thocanthropus and the Piltdown 
Skull, that the “Peking Man” 
night be the stem from which the 
Mher skulls had evolved. There 
was a close resemblance between 
the three, and as evidence to show 
ow man travelled, 
vas found near Peking, Pithecan- 
chropus in Jnva, and the Piltdown 
tkull in England. 

He would call them humanold, 
if “they objected to the word 
human, he said. 


Where is Man’s Home? 


The great importance of Sinan- 
thropus was the assistance it gave 
in proving where was the home of 
man. Darwin suggested South 
Africa, but now everything point- 
ed to Central Asia ns the place of 
distribution, for they found that 
the animals had distributed them- 
elves ‘towards the ends of the 
peninsulas. That was why, add- 
ed the professor, Englishmen and 
Scotsmen were so pugnacloua. 
hey were trying to save them 
selves from heing driven off their 
peninsula, which, in time, unless 
thoy were careful, would hnppen! 

At the conclusion, Dr. Thomas 
thanked Professor Shellshear for 
his very instructive address.
